United Btutes, or by any State, on sceoant of race,

coior, or previous conaition of servitude,

“huection 2, TheCongrees ehall have power to en-

force thig artlele by approprinte legislation.™

That on the 316t duy of Mareh, 1570, the Congroess
of the United States passed an act, entitled " An
dct to enforce the right of elliyens of the United
States tovere in the severdl Statea of this Unlon,
and for other purposes;” the -5t snd second sec-
tions of which are a8 follows:.—

“Section 1. De it enacted by th-Semale aud House of
Representatives of the United Soates of America, ta
Congress assembled, ‘That all cltizens of the United
Stites who are, or ahall he otherwise qualitted by
jaw to vote at any election by the people, In any
State, l'erritory, District, county, city, parish, towo-
ship, schiool district, municipality, or other territo.
rln{ sub-divigion, shall be eutitied aud allowed to
vote at all such r.fm:unnu withont distinction of race,
color, cr previous condition of servitude: any con-
Btitution, law, custom, usage, or regulation of any
State or Tertitory, or by or under its authority, to
the coutiary notwithstanding.™

SSection 8. And be it further enacted, That If bY or
under the authority of the coustitition or laws of
any Stale, or the laws of any Territory, any act I8 or
shall be regquired to be dope asa prerequisite or
gualltication for voting, and by such copstitution or
law persons or ofticers are or siall be charged with
the performance of duties In furnlshing to citizens
A0 opportunity to perform such prerequigite, or to
becomae gualiled to vote, it shall be the daty of
every guch person and eflicer to give toall ¢itizens
of the United States the same and equal appor-
tunity to perform such prerequisite and to become
qualified to vote, without distinction of ruce, color,
or previous conditien of servitude; and if any such
person or ofticer shall refuse or knowingly omit to
give full effect to this section, he snall, for every
guch offense forfelt and pay the sum of dve hnndred
dollars to the person aggrieved therehy, to be re-
covered by ap action on e case, with rll cost and
such sgllowance for counsel fees, as the courtahail
decmn just, and ghall also, (or every such offengs, be
deemed guiity of & mislemeanor, and shall oo, eon-
viction thereof, be lned not less than five honared
doliars, or e nnprisoned npt legs than one moath
and not more than one year, or both, at the disere-
tion of the court.”

That the second section of the sixth artiele of the
Copstitution of the United Statea provides that
“This Copstitution and the laws of the United
Btates which ghsll be made in ponrsaance thereof
shell be the supreme law of theland, * * * any.
thing in the Constitution or laws of any State to the
contrary notwithstandlug.”

And that the General Assembly of this Common-
wealth did on this 6th day of April, A. 1D, 1870, pass
an act entitled “*A further uuppf:.-tnentto the act
relating o elections o this Commonwealth ;" by the
tenth section it 18 provided *“That so much of every
act of Assembly as provides that only white free-
men shall be entitled to vote or be registered as
voters, or & clalming to vote at any weneral or

special  election of this Commonweaith, be
and the same 8 hereby repealed, and
that hereafter all (reemen, without

distinetion of color, shall be enrolled and reglstered
gecording 1o the provisions bf the Orst sectlon of the
Act approved Apni 17, A, 1), 1868, entitled *An Act
Further Sopplemental to the Act relating to the
elections of this Commonwealth,'nud when other-
wise quallied upder existiog laws, be entitled to
vote at ull general nnd special ¢lections in this Com.
monweulth,’ b
